You guess whose slalcmenl thai 


was; I couldn't have. 
It was written over the signa- 
ture of Gen. of the Army Henry 
H. "Hap" 
Arnold, -the man who, 
as C. O. of the Air Forces, became 
almost the symbol of our air might 
in' the war just won. 
The fact that il was written on 
Nov. 6, 1912, when Arnold was a 
second lieutenant in the infantry, 
doesn't make it a less interesting 
item in Arnold biography, espe- 
cially since the young 
lieutenant 
was very emphatic in his feelings 
on the mailer, slaling in another 
part of the same report: 
"At the present lime my ner- 


vous system is in such condilion 
that I will not get in 
any 
ma- 
chine." 


The facts, of course, make the 
General's inclination at that time 
a lillle less surprising. 
The slalcmenl came in Arnold's 


report on Ihe firsl lests the Army 
was making of the use of airplanes 
for directing artillery fire and the 
very first time that plane-to-ground 
wifeless had been used. 


The edilors of The Field Artillery 
Journal, inleresled in Ihese bcgin- 
Journal, inleresled i nlhese begin- 
nings, dug up the interesting re- 
port. 
The plane Arnold was flying was 
a Wright biplane that looked like a 
box kite,, was powered with a 50 
h. p. motor and developed a speed 
of 50 miles an hour. 


Returning from one of the lesls 


and flying al an allilude of about 
400 feel, Arnold's monster 
spun 


around in un unaccountable cir- 
cle, nosed over and plunged for the 
earth. The young pilol levelled il 
off just before he struck. It was 
that that brought on Arnold's at- 
lack of nerves. Well il might. It 
was undoubtedly Ihe first nose dive 
any army pilot experienced. 
Commenting on thai report for 
Ihe Journal, General Arnold says: 
"A lol of water has flowed under 
Ihe bridge since thai Nov. (i. 1912, 
and Ihe young airman who said ho 
didn't want to gel in a plane cither 
as passenger or pilol 
for 
some 


months to come, has since flown 
many hundreds of thousands 
of 


miles. 
Speaking of the future, the Gen- 


eral says: 
"In 
these dynamic 
times, no man can foresee with 
any certainly Ihc shape and form 
that artillery may lake, 
if 
war 
comes again. 


"In any evenl, I am profoundly 


convinced now —even as I was in 
1912 — that the airplane can and 
will facilitate 
immeasurably Ihe 
successful accomplishment of the 
artillery mission."

The death of L. W. Baldwin nt 71 
in St. Louis yesterday ends a ecrecr 
that typilies the sort of. man who 
has helped keep Ihc American rail- 
road Ihe backbone of our nation's 
transport system. 
Strictly speaking the term "pio- 
neer" belongs to the earlier gen- 
erdllon which built the physical 
structure of the railroads, bul the 
late president of the Missouri Pa- 
cilic Lines was a pioneer in the 
business of keeping the railroads 
strong and efficient in a compet- 
Hive age, and doing something for 
the country through which their 
tracks run — perhaps a bigger job 
than that of actually building the 
lines. 


Mr- Baldwin, a native of Mary- 
land, got his engineering degree at 
Lahigh in 180G, and served his a 
-pprcnliccship as chanman of a 
surveying crew on the Illinois Cent- 
ral. He rose to be a vice-president 
of the I. C., and in 1923 resigned lo 
become president of "the Missouri 
Pacific. His tour of the Missouri 
Pacific Lines immediately on Ink 
ing over the system is Ipndly re 
membered by the people it serves. 
. Mr. Baldwin wanted Ihc rail- 
roads lo be well liked by the peo- 
ple they serve, 'and he demanded 
lhat his own road go a long way 
towaid 
accomplishing that end. 


Under his administralion the Miss- 
ouri Pacific spent 300 million doll- 
ars for improvements and launch- 
ed a continuing program for safety 
in transportation. 


It was his own idea thai a rail- 
road should sponsor agricultura 
and industrial development in the 
territory it serves, ana such depart- 
ments were sel up for Ihe firs 
time in the history of the road. 
Railroading is an adventuresome 
and challenging career. May i 
always call into ils service men like 
the lute L. W. Baldwin.

the Red Cross with the advice of

A proper fund to take care of 
unusual hardship cases is all that 
is required and is all that the in- 
dustry should be asked to bear " 
the operators told Lewis. 


Their reply was formally handed 
to reporters at the same tune as it 
was given to Lewis. They contend- 
ed that the miners "are well paid 
and are able to maintain a very 
nigh standard of living and a iirs't 
grade order of citizenship."

munity," they said.

AMENDMENT NO. 38 


SUBMITTED BY 


FIFTY-FIFTH GENERAL 


ASSEMBLY 


BE IT RESOLVED BY 
THE 
SENATE AND HOUSE OF REP- 
RESENTATIVES OF THE STATE 
OF ARKANSAS, a majority of all 
the members elected to each House 
agreeing thereto: 


That the following is hereby pro. 
posed as an amendment to the 
Constitution of the State of Arkan- 
sas, and upon being submitted to 
the electors of the Stale for ap- 
proval or rejection at the next gen- 
eral election for Representatives 
and Senators, if a majority of the 
electors voting thereon, at such an 
election, adopt such 
amendment, 


the same shall become a part of 
the Constitution of the State of Ar- 
kansas, to wit: 


SECTION 
1. That Amendment 
No. 3 of the Constitution of the 
State of Arkansas be amended to 
read as follows: 


The county courts of the State in 


their respective counties together 
with a majority of the justices of 
the peace of such county, in addi- 
tion to the amount of county tax 
allowed to be levied, shall have 
the power to levy not exceeding 
ten mills on the dollar on all tax- 
able property of their respective 
oounties, which shall be known as 
the county road tax, and when 
collected shall be used in the re- 
spective counties for the purpose 
of making and repairing public 
roads and bridges of the respective 
counties, and for no other purpose, 
and shall be collected in United 
States currency or county warrants 
legally drawn on such road tax fund 
if a majority of the qualified elec- 
tors of such county shall have voted 
public road tax at the general elec- 
tion for State and county officers 
preceding such levy at such elec- 
tion.

AMENDMENT NO. 38 


SUBMITTED BY 


FIFTY-FIFTH GENERAL 


ASSEMBLY 


BE IT RESOLVED BY 
THE 
SENATE AND HOUSE OF REP- 
RESENTATIVES OF THE STATE 
OF ARKANSAS, a majority of all 
the members elected to each House 
agreeing thereto: 


That the following is hereby pro. 
posed as an amendment to the 
Constitution of the State of Arkan- 
sas, and upon being submitted to 
the electors of the Stale for ap- 
proval or rejection at the next gen- 
eral election for Representatives 
and Senators, if a majority of the 
electors voting thereon, at such an 
election, adopt such 
amendment, 


the same shall become a part of 
the Constitution of the State of Ar- 
kansas, to wit: 


SECTION 
1. That Amendment 
No. 3 of the Constitution of the 
State of Arkansas be amended to 
read as follows: 


The county courts of the State in 


their respective counties together 
with a majority of the justices of 
the peace of such county, in addi- 
tion to the amount of county tax 
allowed to be levied, shall have 
the power to levy not exceeding 
ten mills on the dollar on all tax- 
able property of their respective 
oounties, which shall be known as 
the county road tax, and when 
collected shall be used in the re- 
spective counties for the purpose 
of making and repairing public 
roads and bridges of the respective 
counties, and for no other purpose, 
and shall be collected in United 
States currency or county warrants 
legally drawn on such road tax fund 
if a majority of the qualified elec- 
tors of such county shall have voted 
public road tax at the general elec- 
tion for State and county officers 
preceding such levy at such elec- 
tion.

But it predicted nevertheless lhat 
consumer demands will outrun sup- 
plies. 


11 estimated the per capita vol- 


ume of food consumed will bo 14 
per cent greater lhan Ihe average 
for the pre-war period of 1935-3U. 


Supplies during the next several 


months arc expected .however, io 
drop below Ihe yearly average level 
because of seasonally small quan- 
tities of some cereal products, po- 
ialoes, ssveel polalpes, meats, :'ats, 
sugar, canned fruits and 
canned 


fish.

items, the bureau said, will be rec-

of food crops and livestock is now

The bureau said

It saicl ihe -.'lumber of 
calories available per person per 
day will average about 330 com- 
pared with 3350 in 1945 and with

It put 
into Richmond and took off again 
about 12:30 a. m. in heavy weath- 
er.

The CAA said the plane carried 


24 passengers in addition to the 
pilot and co-pilot but '27

The pilot of the plane apparently 
was Dell Anderson.
